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Tragedy Stalks 
‘in the West 


Every Canadian with any 
knowledge of events, under- 
stands that a disaster of the 
first magnitude has occured in 
Western Canada in the way of 
crop damage drouth, It is 
doubtful, however, if the extent 
of the calamity is generally re- 
alized. For nearly six weeks no 
general rain has been experi- 
enced in any large area of the 
West, and the areas with even 
fair crops are few and far be- 
tween. 

The collapse of the wheat 
crop, upon which the West al- 
ways relies to a greater extent 
than anything else, is the great 
tragedy of course, But added 
to this is the wide spread fail- 
ure of feed crops and pastures, 
The west is threatened with a 
dire famine of live stock pro- 
vender. 

There are thousands of farm- 
ers in Western Uanada who 
will not have a bushel of wheat 
to sell this fall. There are 
thousands more who will have 
a pitifully small quantity. 
Wheat is the cash crop of the 
bulk of western farmers, and so 
multitudes of these people will 
have noincome at all, or very 
little to carry them over to the 
new growing season, Most 
people do not realize the trag- 
edy that is developing right 
now and the greater tragedy 
of want which is bound to come 
later on, 


The western farmer has been 
the butt of the depression. He 
has been ridiculed for every ef- 

fort his organizations ‘used to 
get alittle better price for his 
ecommodities, He has been told 
that his wheat must go at world 
prices and it was even gently 
hinted tbat 40c a bushel was 
enough for him to make both 
ends meet. Every prating hire- 
ling of vested interests has been 
ridiculing the efforts of farm 
organizations to get living 
wages for the working farmer. 

A year ago the farmer bad 
something like 47? million bush- 
els of wheat in store or in pros- 
pective supply from the current 
erop. A number of supposedly 
keen business executives urged 
that the whole amount be 
thrown on the world markets 
regardless of price or any other 
consequence. By the end of 
this month a bare 125 million 
bushels will be left. 

The Whouat Pools have urged 
upon governments for yeurs 
that the sensible policy was to 
sell in world markets only that 
surplus supply which importers 
really wanted, and that at rea- 
sonable prices. The balance it 
was urged, should be stored 
right in the farmer's bins to tide 
over bad years which are sure 
to come at irregular intervals. 

Today the farm bins are 
empty and the bulk of surplus 
wheat supplies have been sold 
at returns insufficient to give 
anything, further to the wheat 
growers, 

Of course the “wise men” say 
that the market is now in a 
healthy condition und big trad- 
ers now feel free to take on 
large commitments, and that 
everything is going along 
‘smoothly. ‘But how will that 
help the farmers who have no 
wheat? What good is a high 
price to them when they have 
to buy feed grains for their live- 
stock and possibly seed wheat 
for next spring? 

A number of -the States of the 
USA. have suffered from 
drouth this year, The worst 


affected are Montana, Worth 
and South Dakota, Wyoming 
Nebraska, Oklahoma and the 
eastern half of Kansas. The 
government of the United 
States has already grappled 
energetically with the problem 
and is prepared to spend 40 
million dollars as a starter in 
looking after and re-habilitat- 
ing the families who have suff- 
ered. 

The United States govern- 
ment has made arrangements 
to supply 55,000 jobs in the 
“dust bowl,” make loans to at 
least 50,000 persons, buy up one 
million head of cattle, and to go 
into such schemes as_ soil con- 
servation, shelter belt develop” 
ment, irrigation and dam pro- 
jects, and re-settlement schemes 
to help the afflicted areas, 

What is going to be done 
with Western Canada in its 
dilemma? An awful fuss was 
raised about the loss of 15 mill- 
ion dollars for grain stabiliza- 
tion (which this year’s events 
might possibly have averted) 
which covered five years of that 
operation, but surely Canadian 
spirits will be less niggardly in 
the face of the calamity that 
has befallen the West. 

Western agriculture is now 
balanced ona very thin edge 
which might easily crash into a 
disaster which would shake Can 
adas’ fuundations, for after all 
is said and done, Canadas econ- 
omy is based on agriculture, 

Inthe current issue of the 

Farm and Ranch Review, C. W. 
Peterson says: “Canada in 
spite of her abject dependence 
on her agriculture, has done 
less for her farmer than any 
other country, and she has 
‘much tolearn onthe subject. 
Agriculture in Canada is not a 
cost, itis an investment anda 
The most urgent 
problem of Canada today is to 
keep her agriculture intact. 
She can afford to spend her last 
dollar on that objective’”’

The Canada vine Book 
1936 


The publication of the 1986 
edition of the Canada Year 
Book is announced by the Gen- 
eral Statistics Branch of the 
Bureau of Statistics. ‘The Can- 
ada Year Book is the official 
stastical annual of the country 
and contains a thoroughly up-to 
date account of the natural re- 
sources of the Dominion and 
their development, the history 
of the country, its institutions 
its demograpby, the different 
branches, of production, trade, 
transportation, finance, educa- 
tion, ete, in brief, a compre- 
hensive study within the limits 
vf a single volume of the social 
and economie condition of the 
Dominion. This new edition 
has been thoroughly revised 
throughout and includes in all 
its chapters the latest informa- 
tion available up to the date of 
going to press, 

The 1936 Canada Year Book 
extends to over 1,150 pages deal 
ing with every phase of the 
nativnal life and more especi- 
ally with those susceptible of 
statistical measurement. Atten- 
tion may be called to some of 
the special features of the pres- 
ent volume, The statistical sum 
mary, included in the introduc- 
tory matter, has been extended 
this year, A special article *Can- 
ada on Vimy Ridge,’’ prepared 
by Colonel A. Fortescue Duguid 
D.S.0., B.Sc., R.C.A., Director 
of the Historical Section (G.8.), 
Dept, of National Defence, has 
been included in Chapter 11. 
This is apropos in the light of 
the pilgrimage to vimy and 
the official unveiling of the 
Vimy Memorial arranged to 
take place this month, New 
material on fertility rates and 
multiple births in Canada has 
been added to Chapter V. In- 
sofar as statistics are available 
the immigration tables of Chap 
ter Vidaave been placed on a 
calendar year basis’to facilitate 
international comparison, Sta- 
tistics covering the construc- 


tion industry in Canada have 
been made available in. the 
Bureau recently, and are pub- 
lished for the first time in Chap 
ter XV, amplifying the infor- 
mation on contracts awarded 
and building permits, statistics 
of which have appeared reg- 
ularly in the past. The intro- 
duction to the External Trade 
Chapter XVI, has been revised 
by the inclusion of an abstract 
of the value and quantum of 
World Trade abridged from 
the League of Nations’ “Re- 
view of World Trade, 1934” 
Section 9 of Chapter XVII deal- 
ing with Merchandising and 
Service Establishmént has been 
entirely reyised and rewritten 
to cover the estimates of retail 
trade made since the 1931 Cen- 
sus; a new series of monthly in- 
dexes of retail sale, 1929- 
35, is also included as well prin- 
cipal statistics of chain stores 
and the motion picture indus 
try. Some revision has _ been 
considered necessary in Chap- 
ter XXI by the inelusion of 
new material on the important 
subject of municipal taxation 
and the estimate of national 
wealth, 1933, with revised com- 
parable figures for 1929—the 
latter estimate gives a picture 
at the peak of domestic pros- 
perity while in the 1933 figures 
reflect the writing down of 
values resulting from the de- 
pression. Several of the statisti- 
cal series in Chapter XXII have 
become broken by the creation 
of the Bank of Canada, but 
since it willbe some time be- 
fore other series can be begun 
on the new basis, a compro- 
mise has been temporarily 
made. Improvement has been 
affected in the financial statis- 
tics of the provincially-control- 
led schools of Canada 
by the collection of data on a 
more Gomparable basis from all 
provinces. These are presented 
in Chapter XXV, Chapter 
XXVI has been revised; sec- 
tions dealing with the public 
health activities of Dominion 
and Provincial health authori- 
ties and a brief sketch of the 
origin and growth of the dif- 
ferent classes of institutions in 
Canada have been included. 

The death of His Majesty 
King George V on January 20, 
1936, reveived with deep sor- 
row throughout the Empire and 
with world-wide regret, and the 
sucsession of King Edward the 
VIII to the Throne, have been 
appropriately marked by the re- 
production, as frontispiece, of 
the official Proclamation of 
the Guvernment of Canada 
made on January 20th, « ac. 
companied by the latest. official 
photographs, obtained through 
the courtesy of the respective 
Court photographers,

many maps and diagrams and 
the latest available data are 
every where included,

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The Basic National Problem 


Much food for thought is contained in a series of interviews with lead- 
ing citizens scattered across the Dominion on the subject of the five major 
national problems which Canada faces and must solve if recovery from 
depression conditions is to be placed on a firm foundation and made 
permanent, published by the Financial Post during the spring months and 
later reproduced in booklet form. 

The interviewed comprised leaders of great Canadian industries, pub- 
lic men, heads of public utilities, professors and students of economics, 
leaders in women's work, prominent journalists, heads of corporations and 
other well known figures in the national realm, both east and west. They 
were asked to name what they considered the five major problems facing 
the country today and their proposed solutions. 

A symposium of these interviews reveals a lack of unanimity, not only 
as to what courses should be pursued to consolidate the gains which have 
been made in the last 18 months to ensure a continued upward trend of the 
national economic graph, but even as to what constitute the paramount 
problems which have to be faced and dealt with. 

Among the interviewed over 20 issues were raised as the most import-| 
ant impediments to speedy or even complete recovery but it is interesting 
to note that nearly one half rated relief and unemployment as the No. 1 
problem, with the necessity of developing new markets for Canadian com- 
modities and services both abroad and at home ranking in second place. 
From that point a wider divergence of opinion as to order of priority is 
noted on such problems as excessive cost of government, the railway and 
transportation problem, Canada's international relationships, immigration, 
public health matters, a renaissance of Christian principles and business 
and moral ethics and so on.

While the predicament of the agricultural industry and the plight of 
the farmer is given some attention by a number of the interviewed leaders, 
including some of the Eastern industrial magnates, it is somewhat dis-| 
appointing to find that its position as the keystone of the economic arch is. 
not given the recognition that it deserves and it remains. for Professor J. 
E. Lattimer of Macdonald College, P.Q., to give the question its proper 
relationship to the entire national outlook. | 

Professor Lattimer lists the five major problems of the country as: 1, 
National credit; 2, Unbalanced budgets; 3, Transportation; 4, Unemploy- 
ment and Relief; 5, Agriculture, but not necessarily in that order of im- 
portance, for he says in words worthy of repetition: 

“Few discussions leave agriculture entirely off the list. Yet so seldom 
has the position of agriculture in the national economy been distussed in 
detail that further treatment of this point is warranted. Another reason 
why agriculture should be treated in some detail is that the problems 
enumerated are interdependent. The major cause of the persistence of de- 
pression and unemployment is the discrepancy which has prevailed for six 
years between the prices of farm products and the prices of some other 
goods resulting in the low purchasing power of farmers in general. Hence | 
it is almost correct to say that instead of five major problems there is only, 
one, out of which the four others emerge. 

“Depressions do not cause unemployment. It is unemployment which | 
causes depressions. This is bound to occur in an era of specialization. | 
Production by specialists increases volume in the aggregate but necessi-, 
tates a price relationship allowing goods to be exchanged in such quantities 
that employment is general. 

“When farming is prosperous employment is more regular, relief lists | 
less exacting, trade more brisk, freight volume greater, budgets balanced 
more easily and the national credit more secure. This is the way that the |

Deep Sea Mystery 


Strange Disappearance Of Ship That 
Set Sail From Scotland To 
Canada 

An inquiry opened at Newcastle- 
on-Tyne into one of the strangest 
sea mysteries of modern times. 

Built on the Tyneside for service 
on the Great Lakes, the motorship 
Joseph Medill sailed for Canada last 
August. She was of unusual design, 
being all-welded. She had a prac- 
tically flat bottom. She carried no 
wireless beyond a small receiving 
set, for picking up weather reports. 

The Joseph Medill, en route to 
Toronto, was specially exempted 
from carrying a wireless transmitter 
in view of the nature of the voy- 
ages for which she was designed. 

Two days after the Joseph Medill 
left the Tyne she was reported off 
Caithness. Five days later she pass- 
ed the Stavanger Fjord bound for 
Bergen, Norway. Neither the mas- 
ter of the Stavanger Fjord nor any 
of his officers noticed anything un- 
usual about the Medill.

Debt Adjustment 


Statement By T. C. Davis, Attorney- 
General, Saskatchewan 

A pamphlet relative to’ debt ad- 
justment and the disposal of the 1936 
crop of Saskatchewan has been pub- 
lished by the Government. The fol- 
lowing statement relative thereto has 
been issued by Hon. T. C. Davis, 
Attorney-General: 

The Debt Adjustment Board of the 
Province of Saskatchewan maintains 
an office in each Judicial Centre of 
each Judicial District. Representa- 
tives of the board are, therefore, 
available in every district in the 
province. 

If any person desires to make ap- 
plication for debt adjustment or re- 
quires the services of the Board or 
any of its officials, facilities of which 
are free, such services will be furn- 
ished upon request directed to the 
Board by letter or otherwise, either 
to its head office in Regina or to its 
representative in the district. 

The government believes that the 
sooner business conditions generally 
get back to normal the better it will 


| be for all and, having this objective 


in view, it earnestly desires to exert 
every effort within its power to 


| assist all who are in distress to re- 


turn to a self-supporting basis as 
quickly as possible. 
Disposal Of 1986 Crop 

It is the desire of the government 
of Saskatchewan, therefore, that, 
from the proceeds of the 1936 crop, 
there should be paid first, the ex- 
penses in connection with harvesting 
the same; second, seed grain ad- 
vances in respect to the 1936 crop; 
then, the farmer should provide for 
the maintenance of himself and his 
family until next harvest; there- 
after, he should provide for feed re- 
quirements and for seed and seeding 
operations until next harvest. After 
he has done this, he should improve 
his own credit to the fullest possible 
extent by taking care of his obliga- 
tions. 


Law With Respect To Disposal Of 
The 1986 Crop 

The law of the province provides 
that, notwithstanding the terms of 
any agreement for sale or any mort- 
gage or any lease entered into based 
upon an agreement for sale or mort- 
gage, the farmer is obliged to de- 
liver only a one-third share of the 
crop, from which share he is entitled 
to pay one year’s taxes. This re- 
striction does not apply to leases 
where one person owns land and 
leases it to another, either for a cash 
rental or upon a share of crop basis. 


crop lease is governed by the provi- 
sions of The Crop Payments Act. 
General Powers Of The Board 
If any person in the province de- 


that already provided for by the law 


apply to the nearest representative 
of the Debt Adjustment Board stat- 
ing the circumstances surrounding 


obtain. The Board will deal 
every case upon its merits. 
The government appreciates the 
fact that crop conditions in the 
Province of Saskatchewan this year

are far from favourable; in large 
sections there will be no crop at all; 
in other sections there will be a very 
limited crop; in many sections of 
course crop conditions will be normal. 

Conditions of this character are 
sure to produce many difficulties and 
the Government urgently desires to 
establish security against hardship in 
every case requiring such assistance. 

Last year a statement respecting 
the disposition of the 1935 crop was 
issued on behalf the government. 
Once again this year, a similar state- 
ment is being issued copies of which 
are available at the office of every 
municipal secretary in Saskatche- 
wan, the office of each representative 
of the Debt Adjustment Board in 
every Judicial Centre. In Local Im-

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Has Oldest Living Thing 


Age Of Tree In Australia Said To 
Be 12,000 Years 

Queensland, Australia, claims to 
have the oldést living thing on 
earth. It is a macrozamia, a tree 
about twenty feet in height and es- 
timated to be more than 12,000 years 
old. 

In the Tamborine Mountain re- 
serve there is a whole grove of 
macrozamia, the youngest of them 
being three feet in height and 3,000 
years old. When Professor Cham- 
berlain, of Chicago University, was 
appointed to collect data concerning 
macrozamia in various parts of the 
world, he travelled all over the globe, 
and the largest specimen he had seen 
prior to coming to Queensland was 
between six and seven feet in height 
and was found in South Africa. 

He was amazed therefore, when 
he found in the Tamborine Mountain 
reserve a grove of macrozamia which 
measured over twenty feet in height, 
and whose ages he estimated to be 
between 12,000 and 15,000 years. The 
largest macrozamia which Professor. 
Chamberlain had ever seen, and 
weighing eighty-five pounds, as 
against the South African record of 
thirty-five pounds, contained. 151 
seeds, and these were sent to 
America, - One seed was planted in 
each of America’s 151 national parks. 
Now each of the seeds has germi- 
natéd, so that a descendant of 
Queensland’s macrozamia is now 
growing in each of the national 
parks of America. 


Customs Exemption Law 


Canadians Purchasing Goods In U.S. 
Under Free Entry, Must Stay 
48 Hours 

Dissatisfaction and irritation on 
the part of Canadians purchasing 
goods in the United States and seek- 
ing free entry under the $100 ex- 
emption law has come to the atten- 
tion of Hon. J. L, Ilsley, minister of 
national revenue. The minister was 
informed some American stores had 
advised Canadian customers they 
could bring in any goods not pro- 
hibited without the necessity of a 
48-hour stay in the United States. 

The Canadian tariff requires ab- 
sence from Canada of 48 hours be- 
fore such purchases may be brought 
in free of duty and customs officers 
at the border are bound to enforce 
this provision,
